Probe as fire rips through factory unit 



THESE are the charred remains 
of a Kidderminster factory unit 
which went up in flames. 

Residents living near the scene of 
the fire at the glass fibre component 
firm on the Hoo Brook Industrial 
estate reported seeing thick plumes of 
smoke at around 1.45pm on Friday. 

More than 20 emergency calls were 
made to Hereford and Worcester Fire 
Service to report the incident and the 
busy nearby Worcester Road was cor¬ 
doned off while firefighters tackled 
the blaze, leading to hold-ups for 
drivers. 

The cause of the fire is now under 
investigation and crews were back out 


at the scene the following day to carry 
out an inspection of the site. A cordon 
of around 230ft was set up while fire¬ 
fighters were tackling the blaze. 

A number of gas cylinders contain¬ 
ing argon and propane were removed 
from the scene by firefighters but one 
propane cylinder exploded. 

Resident Louise Ellis who lives on 
nearby Hoo Road said: “There was lots 
of thick black smoke which was every¬ 
where.” 

Hereford and Worcester fire service 
group commander Mick Cadman said: 
“Fire crews successfully prevented the 
spread of the fire to neighbouring 
industrial premises. We would like to 
thank workers on the industrial 


estate for their prompt evacuation and 
co-operation as we fought to bring the 
fire under control, which inevitably 
meant local travel disruption as we 
brought necessary resources in place.” 

Hereford and Worcester Fire 
Service said all contaminants were 
contained on site at the incident and 
the smoke plume which was spotted 
by people in the area immediately 
after the blaze was quickly dissipated 
with no risk to the public in the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

At the height of the drama firefight¬ 
ers from Kidderminster, Stourport, 
Halesowen, Brierley Hill, Droitwich, 
Bromsgrove, Worcester and Malvern 
battled against the blaze. 


BRINTONS WILL 
LOSE 75 STAFF 


K idderminster carpet firm Brintons is to axe 
about 70 jobs, just weeks after its takeover by a US 
investment group. 

Most of the redundancies are being cut among the office staff in Kid¬ 
derminster. The firm blamed worsening economic conditions. 

Battling to get back into profit, the company is also planning to close its his¬ 
toric Exchange Street site by the end of November, merging three sites into two. 

Brintons employs 1,700 people worldwide, 700 in the UK. A total of 75 people will lose 
their jobs throughout the whole business. 

Brintons managing director Don Coates said: “We deeply regret the loss of any jobs but 
these steps are necessary to reduce our costs in light of worsening economic conditions 
and return the company to profitability. 

“To compete effectively in the global market, we need to change the way we do business 
- we need to deliver more with less. With the recent investment from Carlyle, we have 
the opportunity to secure the long-term future of the business which has seen the impact 
of the unprecedented challenges facing carpet manufacturers during the downturn.”

Steam fan can keep 
her 13ft high garage 


to achieve the staff reduc¬ 
tions through voluntary 
means. Those affected will 
undergo a 30-day consulta¬ 
tion process. 


A STEAM enthusiast from Cookley, near Kidderminster, 
has won permission to keep a 13ft Gin high garage that was 
built to house an engine. 

Five local people had objected to the building, containing 
a steam roller, in Castle Road, claiming it looked industrial 
and was “unsightly”. But another three residents sup¬ 
ported it, with one letter saying it was “important to pre¬ 
serve historical machinery”. 

Penny Warwick applied for retrospective planning per¬ 
mission for the building, saying she erected it after moving 
into the home in 2007. 

The steam roller had previously been kept in a shed in 
Brierley Hill but the building was broken into by metal 
thieves — the engine was not there during the break-in. 

She added that she had received no complaints about the 
engine in Cookley and that villagers took an active interest 
in it. Planning committee members said the impact on the 
street scene was ‘miniscule’. 


The 228-year-old 

company was saved from

Care home is 
evacuated as 
lorry blazes 


ELDERLY residents were evacuated from a Kidder¬ 
minster care home when a lorry on a nearhy road 
went up in flames. About 15 residents at Bryden House 
in Marlpool Lane were rushed out of their rooms when the 
blaze broke out. 

They were taken to an outbuilding around the back of 
the home for about 45 minutes until the fire had been put 
out on Tuesday night. 

Staff took along tea and 
biscuits and provided enter¬ 
tainment to keep the resi¬ 
dents calm after the 
incident, which happened at 
around 9pm. 

The vehicle was carrying 
6,000 litres of molten 
bitumen while resurfacing a 
road outside. 

Road workers raised the 
alarm as the fire spread 
quickly through the lorry, 
sparking fears it could 
damage the care home just 
yards away. But crews 
managed to bring the blaze 
under control in time. 

Pyjama 

Home spokeswoman 
Anne Mancey said: “Night 
staff were on duty and 
called in the home manager 
who came immediately, 
along with the activities co¬ 
ordinator who instigated a 
pyjama party with tea, bis¬ 
cuits and entertainment.” 

Four engines from Kid¬ 
derminster, Redditch, 

Bewdley and Stourport 
were called to the scene. 

Police closed off a section 
of Marlpool Lane and Mill 
Street until about 10.30pm. 

Firefighters returned to 
the scene yesterday to make 
sure the area was safe while 
the remaining bitumen was 
transferred to another 
vehicle. The cause of the fire 
is not yet known. 


Three stow

THREE illegal immigrants 
stowed away underneath a 
coach and clung on to the 8ft 
by 5ft front axle for a 200- 
mile journey from France 
before being found in Kid¬ 
derminster. 

Two men and a youth 
came out as the vehicle went 
through a bus wash on 
October 4.

Metal thefts fall in 
face of police blitz 


METAL THEFTS across Wyre Forest have 
fallen over the past three months after police 
operations were launched to tackle the crime, 
new figures have revealed. 

West Mercia Police said the number of thefts in 
the area from the beginning of July to the end of Sep¬ 
tember totalled 98. 

Metal thieves struck in the district, which includes Kid¬ 
derminster, Bewdley and Stourport, 39 times in July with 
incidents falling to 31 in August. And officials said the 
latest figures showed a reduction in fall in September to 28. 

Police and partner groups 
have been running opera¬ 
tions across the district over 
the summer to crack down 
on the problem. 

Measures include police 
checks on vehicles while 
both uniformed and plain 
clothes officers are paying 
regular visits to scrap metal 
traders. 

They give advice on what 
sort of metals should not be 
accepted. Officers have also 
been provided with UV 
devices to check whether 
metal offered to them is 
marked with solutions such 
as Smartwater, indicating if 
it has been stolen.

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Budget cuts 
put libraries 
under threat 


JOB LOSSES, closing buildings and merging serv¬ 
ices at libraries in Wyre Forest are among options 
being considered as part of budget cuts of 
£1.8million. 

The libraries service at Worcestershire County Council 
must trim 28 per cent from its budget by 2014. Council 
chiefs said they would avoid closures where possible. 

But they said they had to 
be realistic about the cuts. 

Wyre Forest District 
Council leader John 
Campion, who is also the 
cabinet member for commu¬ 
nities, said change was 
inevitable. “The changes 
are going to be difficult but 
we knew the public would 
not want us to take the easy 
option and just start closing 
libraries,” he said. 

“We have instead taken 
on the tougher task of trans¬ 
forming the service and 
have made some positive 
steps, for example getting 
the community more 
heavily involved in the 
running of the libraries. 

“We are also reviewing 
the option of shorter 
opening hours, which will 
mean fewer staff.” 

School 

Some libraries may be 
moved into a school or com¬ 
munity centre. 

The proposals, unveiled 
after a meeting of the adult 
social care and well-being 
overview and scrutiny panel 
last week, also include 
merging libraries with 
other services and charities. 

Head of culture and com¬ 
munities Neil Anderson 
said the proposals would 
help provide a “sustainable” 
library service. 

“We must be realistic and 
understand that 28 per cent 
savings is not insignificant 
and can’t be done without 
some changes,” he said.

Attack on common fences 


FENCES at a beauty spot near 
Stourport have been attacked by 
vandals causing £1,500 of damage 
amid a long-running dispute over 
the site’s future. 

Around 100 metres of posts, wire 
and information panels on Hartlebury 
Common were targeted. 

The wire fences along Titton Lane 
were torn down and cut apart. 

Fencing has been damaged a 
number of times in recent weeks as 


campaigners battle plans to put cattle 
on the site and cut back heathland. 

Recently 11 cattle were added to the 
eight already there. The cutting of 
wires means a risk of them straying off 
the common. 

The wire fencing is owned by 
Worcestershire County Council; offi¬ 
cials said they were “shocked” at the 
action. The council argues the cattle 
will help protect the heathland and 
prevent vegetation becoming over¬ 
grown. 


A man in his 50s was arrested on 
suspicion of criminal damage in con¬ 
nection with the incident and was later 
released on bail. 

Pc Paul Cound from Droitwich police 
station said: “This could have been a 
lot worse. 

“Had the cattle escaped onto the 
road, drivers and the animals could 
have been put in danger.

New school approved 
despite parking fears 


PLANS for a new school in a village near Kid¬ 
derminster have heen given the go-ahead after 
officials who objected on the grounds it had too 
many parking spaces were told to “get real”. 

Worcestershire County Council’s highway author¬ 
ity had recommended the plans for the new Chad- 
desley Corbett Primary School should be refused 
because it would result in a “car dominated develop¬ 
ment”. 

But Wyre Forest District Councillor Chris Nicholls said: 
“My hackles rose when I saw the Highway Authority com¬ 
ments. 

“In the real world parents will not let their children walk 
to school - they take them for safety reasons. Get real.” 

A ramblers’ group had also objected, saying it believed an 
“excellent chance” was being missed to encourage walking 
and cycling to school by an “unwillingness of councillors to 
even think of anything other than the motor car as a means 
of transport for five to 11-year-olds”. 

The group said there was a traffic-free network of field 
paths and tracks that could be used safely by children to 
get to school. 

Swimming 

Wyre Forest planning officers recommended the pro¬ 
posed school, next to Rowberry’s Nurseries in Lower Chad- 
desley, for approval. 

And the Wyre Forest planning committee gave the devel¬ 
opment the green light last week. 

The new development will combine the existing Chad- 
desley Corbett Endowed First School with Stone First 
School to form a new primary, including additional pupils. 

As well as the school, the development will include care¬ 
taker’s accommodation, a swimming pool, and new access 
off the A448. 

It will have 62 parking spaces, a 40-space overflow car 
park and 10 cycle spaces. 

The county highways authority had said it should have 
just 27 spaces - one for each member of staff - a “modest” 
visitor provision, four spaces outside the caretaker’s prop¬ 
erty and 21 cycle spaces. 

Eight letters were lodged with the council over the 
scheme — four in support and four against. 

Those in support have said that it is a “wonderful oppor¬ 
tunity” for children in the area to be well-educated and 
enjoy outside activities. 

They said relocation of the school would end traffic chaos 
in the village. 

Opponents have said that the move will have an adverse 
impact of village traders. 


Trees display their autumn glory

Horses 
rescued 
in water 
dramas 

FOUR horses became 
stuck and had to be 
rescued from canals and 
rivers across Worcester¬ 
shire in just three days, 
sparking a warning from 
firefighters in the 
county. 

A woman was walking her 
dog along the canal in 
Cookley, near Kiddermin¬ 
ster, on the morning of Sat¬ 
urday, October 8 when she 
noticed a horse struggling 
in the water. 

A crew from Kiddermin¬ 
ster - along with the water 
rescue boat from Worces¬ 
ter - attended the scene and 
the horse was pulled out 
shortly before 9am. 

The animal was cold and 
wet, but otherwise 
unharmed. 

Fisherman 

It follows a similar inci¬ 
dent the previous day, when 
a crew from Upton were 
called to the River Severn, 
near Severn Stoke, after a 
fisherman spotted a horse 
in difficulty in the water. 

And on Sunday, two 
horses were rescued from 
the canal at Smite, near 
Droitwich. 

Station commander Bob 
Sproat said: “The three inci¬ 
dents were unrelated but 
they do raise some impor¬ 
tant safety points for horse 
owners. 

“We’d urge anyone 
keeping horses near canals 
or rivers to ensure that 
access to the water is cor¬ 
doned off to help keep their 
animals safe.” 

He advised anyone who 
spots an animal in difficulty 
to call emergency services 
and to remain at the scene 
to guide crews to the correct 
location.

AMERICAN pop star Joe 
Jonas is loving life as a solo 
artist but promises fans that 
the Jonas Brothers have not 
split up. 

The 22-year-old middle brother 
from the hugely popular sibling 
trio, who won a generation of fans 
via their Disney movies and televi¬ 
sion shows, spoke to The Chroni¬ 
cle during a visit to the UK to 
promote his debut solo album 
FastLife and to prepare for his tour 
with superstar Britney Spears. 

The dark-haired heart-throb, whose 
latest hit video. See No More, notched 
up five million views on YouTube and 
Vevo, revealed that he could soon be 
making his movie acting debut. 

“This is going to be a crazy few 
weeks but I am excited,” said the 
Arizona-born singer. “Britney is great. 
I did one show with her in New Jersey. 
She is going to be a fun tour partner. It 
will be pretty cool to hear I Did It 
Again - hers was the first record I ever 
bought.” 

Joe will be her special guest at 
selected dates when Britney makes 
her comeback this month, including a 
concert at the LG Arena, Birmingham, 
on Sunday, October 30. 

But what can the gig goers expect 
from Joe? “Very high energy. I just 
want to get them dancing, get them 
standing up. I feel like I’m not doing my 
job unless everyone’s standing up and 
rocking out,” he said. 

The Camp Rock star has already 
had a preview of the Wembley Arena 
when he attended the BBC Teen 
Awards, which included meeting up 
with Britain’s latest pop sensations. 
One Direction, featuring Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Liam Payne. 

“I got to meet the One Direction 
guys and thought they were really

nice, really cool and I was really happy 
to meet them,” said Joe.

Her new stuff 
sounds incredible.” 

Maybe he gave One Direction some 
tips on dealing with excitable fans, as 
the Jonas Brothers have had hordes of 
car chasing admirers. 

“Yes, I have been asked to sign just 
about every body part. A baby was 
probably the oddest... they were like 
‘sign this baby’s forehead’. That was 
kind of an interesting one.” 

Energy 

He is a big fan of keeping in touch 
with the fans, saying: “Twitter is a great 
tool. You can hear what the fans think 
right away. You see the tweets and 
feed off their energy right away.” 

On his new album Joe has collabo¬ 
rated with top writers and producers 
including Chris Brown and Lil Wayne, 
which has helped a musical transition 
from pop to a more R&B influenced 
sound. Released on Monday, October 
24, FastLife is also the first Jonas re¬ 
lease to get a parental warning sticker. 

Asked who he would like to collab¬ 
orate with, Joe said: “I like Kanye West 
and would really like to do something 
with him, that would be really interest¬ 
ing. British artists like Adele, Tinie 
Tempah, Foster The People, some¬ 
thing a little different from what I’m 


used to. It shows a different side to the 
music that I am making.” 

He also revealed that he may be 
making a movie. “There is a movie I am 
developing back in the States with a 
buddy of mine, a producer friend. We 
have got a writer now, it’s coming 
together and it’s very exciting,” 

But what genre? Action, sci-fi, 
romance? “It’s kinda everything,” he 
replied. “It is too early to say what it’s 
about but I am excited to have this 
idea grow.” 

Doesn’t Joe sometimes miss having 
brothers Nick and Kevin at his side? 
“It’s a little bit scary to be up there by 
myself but I’ve been getting great 
support. My brothers have been very 
supportive. They’re incredible and I’m 
really thankful for the fact that they’re 
happy for me to take my time and do 
my thing. 

“I wanted to really spend time on 
this album, to take my time to make 
sure I made music that I was really 
proud of. There’s been some times 
with my brothers that we’ve done 
some things and really rushed them, 
like making records quickly. I wanted 
to take my time with this one. 

“It’s cool to be back (in the UK) and 
to be able to do my solo stuff here. I’m 
just happy. I love shopping here and I 
love the fashion, it’s so great to see the 
fans and travel the world.” 

As for the band getting back togeth¬ 
er, he said: “We are definitely still a 
band. We are going to be making music 
together again when the time is right. 

“Right now we are just focusing on 
our individual projects. The time will 
come around to make more music 
together. We are always writing... 
maybe in the next year or so we will 
release another album.” 

And would he bring his brothers to 
tour Europe? “I would love to get that 
tour together, we have got so many 
good friends over here.”
